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DEATH TOLL AND 
DAMAGES UP FOR 
AUTO CRASHES 


Damage caused by auto accidents 
on county highways so far this year 
passed the quarter million dollar 
mark in October, according to the 
monthly recapitulation of reports 
made by the local sub-station of the 
state police. 
Damage caused by the 296 auto ac­ 
cidents investigated by the officers 
during the first ten months of this 
year totals $259 063 according to the 
reports. 
The number of accidents. 296. was 
seven more, than occurred during 
the same period in 1956. In that 
year 289 crashes had been investi­ 
gated by the state police up to the 
end of October. 
Death Toll Higher 
More people have been killed dur­ 
ing this year so far than during the 
comparable period a year ago, with 
19 fatally injured in the current ten- 
month period compared to 15 dur­ 
ing the same period a year ago. 
The number of persons injured 
was the same. 224. for the first ten 
months of both 1957 and 1956. 
October was a ‘ bad month" ac­ 
cident-* ise. The report shows the 
officers investigated 34 accidents 
last month, in which one person 
was killed. 34 were hurt and damage 
totaled $22,240. During the pre­ 
ceding 
month, 
September, 
there 
were but 26 auto crashes to which 
the officers were called, in which 
one person was fatally injured, 19 } 
were injured and damage wass $18.- 
200. During October a year ago there 
were 31 crashes in which no one was 
killed, 1 2 were injured and damage 
was $22,050.

During October the officers made 
a total of 164 arrests on traffic vio- j 
latlon charges, compared to 137 ar- !

tember, 152 in August and 149 in 
July. 
The officers also conducted 20

The police made 391 patrols- dur­ 
ing the month and conducted 16 
state department investigations in j 
addition to their other duties They I 
traveled 32.535 miles by car and 
spent 426 hours on criminal in­ 
vestigations. 1,830 hours on traffic 
work, 324 hours special investiga­ 
tions and 1.247 hours station duty.

WASHINGTON 
Ut) — President 
Eisenhower says Russia quite like­ 
ly leads America in some areas 
of missile development. He has 
appointed a scientist expediter to 
the job of pushing this country 
ahead in this age of outer space 
weapons. 
The President told the nation 
last night he is giving that big 
job to Dr. Jam es R. Killian, 53, 
president of Massachusetts insti­ 
tute of Technology. At the same 
time he said the Defense Depart­ 
ment is strengthening the hand of 
its own missiles coordinator, Wil­ 
liam M. Holaday. 
In a coast to coast television 
and 
radio 
address, 
Eisenhower 
said the Soviets not only are quite 
likely ahead in some missile and 
special weapons areas, but “are 
obviously ahead of us in satellite 
development.” 
, 
Aware Of Danger 
“We frankly recognize,” he add­ 
ed, “ that the Soviets are building 
up types of power that could, if 
we were attacked, damage us se­ 
riously. This is because no defen­ 
sive system today can possibly be 
air-tight in preventing all break­ 
throughs of planes and weapons.” 
But on the reassuring side the 
President said this: “As of today 
the over-all military strength of 
the free world is distinctly great­ 
er than that of the Communist 
countries.” 
He went on to recount a nuclear 
superiority in which “we intend to 
stay ahead” ; a family of 38 dif­ 
ferent kinds of missiles in opera­ 
tion or development; 
and such 
other U. S. strong points as atom-

There seem* to be considerable 
; uncertainty about a num ber of key 
words which are used frequently 
I in 
the 
New- Testam ent. 
Among 
j them ai e the words “spirit” and 


j “ spiritual.” It is better to con­ 
centrate on the truths which Paul 
wished to em phasize in this lesson, 
than to dwell upon our own inter­ 
pretation of words. 
Specific questions about specific 
m atters had been directed to Paul 
by the Christians at Corinth and 


j he was trying to direct them in 
; the right ways of thinking and act­ 
ing. 
Consequently, 
he 
tried 
to 
make clear the true meaning of 
•spiritual gifts.” According to the 


I Greek, there is no noun following 
the word “spiritual,” so scholars 
: translate it "as to what 
makes 
spiritual people.” It means genuine 
believers, those who have received 
spiritual gifts from God. 
“Spiritual Gift*” 
What “aoirituai gifts” actually 
are is not evident and this causes 
the confusion. Tile sam e misunder- 
! standing exists today, for m any 


j Christians still confuse emotional 
enthusiasm or ecstasy with reli- 
1 gious or spiritual gifts. Corinthians 
had been accustomed to observe 
and participate in ecstatic cries 
and mystic seances of priest* and 
priestesses at Delphic *hr:ne*. Now 
m any of them were crying “ Halle­ 
lujah” to Christ just as wildly, and 
j enthusiastically. Paul tried to show 
them that such expressions were 
no proof of the presence of the 
Spirit of Christ. He .said the im ­ 
portant thing wa* not how 
they 
cried out but what they said and 
how they conducted themselves. A 
perso n s life, his relations to God 
and 
m an. shows w hether he is 
moved 
by 
God s Spirit or 
not. 
As Jesus had taught, “ Not every­ 
one who says to me. ’Lord. Lord,* 
shall enter iflto the 
kingdom of 
heaven, but he who doe* the will 
of my Father who is in heaven.” 
so P aul tries to explain the dif­ 
ference 
between truth and pre­ 
tence. Special 
talents and abili­ 
ties 
must 
never 
be 
considered 
•spiritual gifts"; these are merely 
natural endowm ents and can be 
used to the glory of God or not. 
The actual gifts of the Spirit 
have 
a com m on seurce 
and 
a 
divine purpose. When a believer 
confesses 
Christ, 
is 
moved 
and 
d irec ted by Him. and is governed 
! by love for Him. then he receives 
the 
gifts of grace. 
Pauul says 
clearly, “ Now there ase varieties 
of gifts, but the sam e Spirit; and 
there are varieties of service, but 
the 
sam e Lord; 
and 
there are 
var.eties of working, but it is the 
sam e God who inspires them all 
j in every one.” Then he concludes, 
j “To each is given the m anifesta­ 
tion of the Spirit for the common 
good.”

explanation of

I “ com m on good” means would be 
rather lengthy. It is sufficien* for 
us to know that there is a need 
for a variety of services which 
I can be perform ed effectively 
by 
people 
possessing a

; abilities. A church is like a bodyy 
according to Paul, and one part 
affects another.” ”F<or just as the 
oody is one and has m any m em ­ 
bers, and all Hie m em bers of tile 
body, though m any, are one body, 
so it is with Christ.” To function 
properly the church m ust work as 
a unit. 
To help the church grow annd 
1 develop its various m em bers may 
serve according to their particular 
abilities. Through the Spirit wis­ 
dom. 
knowledge, 
faith, 
healing, 
miracle*, prophecy:

ed. In addition, leaders m ust be 
able to distinguish between what is 
vital to the church’s life and what 
is insignificant.
